An Uprising Imminent. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 14.—Russia's 


formal notification to the powers of 
the imminent danger of a general up- 
rising in China as the result of a Jap- 
anese propaganda, which will threaten 
all foreign interests, coupled with gen- 
eral protest against China's repeated 
violation of neutrality in connection 
with Japanese operations, is really a 
warring to the powers that Russia re- 
gards the situation as'extremely ser- 
ious and considers that the time has 
come for joint action by the powers 
for the protection of their own inter- 
est. For herself. Russia considers that 
Japan has broken the pledge she made 
with respect to Secretary Hay's note 
at the beginning of the war. and fur- 
ther persistence in this course will, she 
considers, absolve her from further 
observance and leave her free to act 
for her own protection. 


The prctent note followed two pre- 


liminary warnings addressed to the 
powers, one in October and the other 
in November, "neither of which was 
heeded."
